Terrible Condltlon of Affalrs in South Care-
linn—The Gavernor and Other State OfMcers
fivrdered to Lenve the Mtate—One Uounty Leilt
Without Officers—United Sintes Troops Unlied
for to Restore Order.
A Washington despatch to the N. Y. Tribune
© saye:—Prominent Ilepublicans who have arrived
bere within e day or two from South Carolina,
and letters recelved here from the capital of that
' State to-day, report that Gov. SBcott, at the ad-
vice of many leading men of both parties, held
= conference last Tuesday with representative
Democrats from about (wenty-five countles of
the Btate, for the purpose of consulting
as to the best means of restoring order. The
only Republleans present were the Governer,
Attorney-General Chamberlain, and Mr, L. C.
Carpenter, editor ¢f the Columbia Daily [Union,
Many very fair speeches were made by Demo-
crats present, and the only complaint which
they made wns of the insolence of the eolored
militia. This was admitted to some extent, and
eans will be taken to remedy the evil. General
ershaw, howvever, made a very bitler speech, in
which he announced that, in his opinion, and that
of many of his friends, the only way to restore
peace, and prevent what the Governor termed
‘‘outrages,” but which he (Kershaw) regarded
aé but the just indignation of a plundered
greople.w“ for the ecoundrelly ‘‘carpet-haggers”
om the North, and the rascally “‘scalawags"
of the South, to resign the oflices ihey had
usurped, and leave those States in the hands of
Southern “gentlemen.” He added that he heard
that General Butler had a bill before Congrass,
in which it was proposed to send a Ku-klux com-
misgioner into every SBouthern county., He did
not know that there was a single Ku-klux in
Kershaw county, but, If such a commissioner
shounld be sent there, a Ku-klux would be pro-
vided for his especial benefit, and that only one
such commissioner would ever go there. The
day after this conference, the following notice
was posted on the bulletin board of the court
houee in Union county.

ATTEMPTED BANK ROBBERY.
The Rebbers Hent, gn and Reb n Man In
the Buliding.

The suceets of the Kensington Bank robbery
seems Lo have given the cue to roguea in other
parts of the country. The following outrage
has been briefly reported by telegraph, but
detalls found in the Pitisburg Chroniole of last
evening will be read with interest:—

Last night, at about 11 o’clock, a most villain-
ous and fortunately unsuccessful attempt was
made to rob the bank at Indiana, Pa. The par-
ticulars of the affair, a8 we have been able to
obtain them, are as follows: —Mr. W. R. Allison,
the operator of the Western Unlon Telegraph
line nt Indiana, has his office in the same bulld-
ing with the bank, and sleeps In the oftice. Last
pight he had been outl spending the evenlng ata
friend’s house, and returned to the building st
about 11 o'clock, As he approachied the door
of the building, he found four men standing
there, one of whom sald something about wish-
ing to gend a telegraphic despatch. Mr. Allison
opened the door and the men passed Inslde
with him. As soon as they entered the
bullding, one of the men knocked Mr. A. down
with a mallet, siriking him on the head and in-
juring him eeriously. They then bound and
ﬁng ed him, one of them holding a revolver at

is head while the eperation was bohéﬁ gar-
formed. This accomplished, they dragg im
into the bank and commenced operations on the
snfe. Before they bad effected an entrance to
the gafe something oceurred to frighten them,
and they fled; but not until they had robbed Mr.
Allison of #80 in money. The wounded man
remained undiscovered until five o'clock this
morning, when some person employed about the
building discovered him. He was found so se-
verely Injured that he had to be carried to his
home, being unable to walk. The robbers are
unknown. No word of the affair has been re-
ceived by the authorities here: so it 1s probable
that the Indiana officers think the villalns took
some other direction than this.

THE UTAH SILVER MINES.

The Salt Lake Heglon Well Started In the
Mining Roce.

A Utah correspondent writes: —

Never before was a Weslern community so
well gtarted off in the mining race as that of
Utah, and rever did one so badly need to enter
upon and make the most of it, for in it ia
wrapped up the question of the peaceful
regeneration of Utah. Itis probably the only
remedy that would reach her disease, Agri-
culture and manufactures are well estab-
lished in Utah. There are 500 to 400 miles of
railroads and more projected. There are thou-
sands of hardy and needy laborers walting for
work. The men who are taking hold of mining
bave had twenty years of costly experience.
The mines are very acceseible. They are com-
paratively low in altitude, insuring a favorable
climate. They are nniformly contignous to
fertile valleys settled by a sober and industrious
people, which, with the railroads completed,
guasrantiee supplies, tools, provisions, and labor
at very reasonable rates, perhaps at less than 50
per cent, of the cost heretofore,

The country is well enough supplied with
wood and water for all needfn pur[l;oecs. There
i# plenty of good combustible coal, which can
be used in the blast furnace (for smelting iron),
and in the smith's forge, as well as otherwise, on
the route of the Pacifie Railrand, and far Bouth,
on the route of future rallroande. There is iron
ore, in the varieties, and accompanied by the
fluxes necessary to successful smelting. Every-
thing is favorable. Btill it is no place for mere
adventurers, Prospectors of experience, to
hunt up the mineral trensures concealed by the
goll, eapital and skill Lo extract them from the
earth and from thelr gangue, are all we need or
want.

SINGULAR SUICIDE,

AMan Jumps from n Bridge and Botts His
Hend Agnlust o Fler,

The Lancaster Krpress of last evening says: —

A singular sulcide was committed yesterday
afternoon, ut 1 o'clock, at Witmer's bridge, on
the Philadelphia turnpike. A man apparently
about fifty yegrs of age was seen walking back-
ward and forward on the bridge, seemingly in a
spirit of unrest, which finally enlminated in his
mounting on the side walls, where he continued
his perilons walk—at times balancing as though
to recover his equilibrinm. The ladies of the
nelghborhood noticed his peril and requested a
geutleman and a boy to remove him. These
pergons started towards him, but before they
reached him he stepped back on the bridge, re-
moved his hat, coat, and vest, tearing the latter
in bhalf and tyfng a portion of it around his neck
and month and then dellberately jum
the bridge to the stream below, plunging down
headforemost, After he reached the boltem of
the creck he rose up erect (the water belng
shallow), and then buited his head against one
of the plers, falling back and floating away with
the current. His body then iloated down ihe
stream s distance of two hundred and ffty
vards, where it was recovered and brought to
shore.

THE OLD STORY,

A Misplaced Switoh—Disaster on the Morris
and Essex Kallrond.

At about 1 o'clock on Bunday morning a dls-
astrous collision ocenrred on the Morris and
Essex Railroad just east of the Bergen tunnel.
The down frelght train, headed by the engine
Bam Schock, had just passed through the tunnel
on its way to Hoboken whep it ran into a line
of freight cars standing on a slde-track. The
switchman at the place had neglected to adjust
the switeh for the passage of the traln upon Its
proper track, and hence the collislon. The engl-
neer of the freight train was thrown headlong
into the swamp and badly injured. The fire-
man was 80 badly sealded that but slight hope
of his recovery is entertained. The damage to
property wus considerable. Four coal cars and
one freight ear were wreeked, and the engine
was damaged almost bayondor&mlr. The loss on
property is estimated at §20,000.

Views of n Prominent English Bulider.

A prominest Epglish shipbullder, and the
founder of a large iron shipbullding eompany,
on the river Tyne, at arecent meeting of the
Iron and Bteel Institute, in England, read su ln-
Interesting paper npon the relative merits of iron
and wood In the construction of vessels. Amon
other things, he satisfactorily demonstrated tha
in case of vessels of one thousand tons burden,
o ship bullt of lron will welgh -five per
cent. less thap o wooden vessel of SAIDO
measurement, the displacement being the same.
The former will not only carry more weight, but
a8 its walls are onl { the thickeess of the
wooden omes, will be enabled to accommodate &
grealer bulk of cargo. Inthe lron ship it is pos-
sible to reach o far grealer degree of strength,
and to bulld with longer and fluer lines, so that
highe{ salling qn:rl.!uu_. Kr::ur &8 and larger
earrylog power are allalned as the great com-
merchlgrendu.

HEART-RENDING DISASTER.,
Tweoe Young Lndies ‘82.';3‘““' Boy Burned te

The Indiana (Fa.) Democrat says:—

On Tuesday nlﬁht, Tth instant, a young man
pamed Willlam Hopkins, Jr., son of Willlam
Hopkins, residing in East Mahoniog township,
in this county, returned home to his father's
houge some lime after the family had retired to
hed. Upon entering the door young Hopking
remarked that there was an odor as of some-
thing burning In the house. His mother, who
with the father slept on the lower fioor, there-
upon arose from bed, and ske dnd ber son made
search for the suspected fire, Finding no cause
for alarm they retired to bed, the young man
to the n{:pm’ story. On the upper floor, in
apotber bed, were slecping two daughters of
Mr. Hopkins, aged réspectively eighteen and
twenty years, and alittle nephew, also named
Hopking, aged between three and four years,
who had been adopted into the family,

Late in the night the elder Mr. Hopkins was
awakened by the crackling of fire. Instantly
perceiving that the house was ablaze, he gave
the alarm, and his son up stairs spm:m- from his
bed and rushed to the stairway, which, being
enveloped in flames and partly consumed, gave
way under his weight, but he fortunately came
off with his life. The other unconscious sleepers
up stairs were called to with agonizing energy,
but from whom came no response, save Lhat the
little boy was once heard to egcream. A ladder
was hastily procured and raised to the upper
window, and an attempt made to rescue the
unfortunates, but loud calls could not rouse
them, and to reach them through the wall of
flame enveloping them was impossible. The
elder Mr. Hopkins in the attempt to do go, and
to save his children's lives, was so serlonsly in-
jured by inbaling the flames that his own life
was well-nigh sacrificed, and he is yet in 0 pre-
carious conditlon. A number of the neighbors
who bad now eaught up the alarm arrived, but
only in time to witness, not to prevent, the
gickening catastrophe. lelp was umwulilm;.
The flames leaped and swelled with a cruel ia-
tensity, and soon the upper floor fell, and with
it the shreds and remains of the bed ln which
the three had slept.

When at last it became possible to recover the
remaine of the unfortunates who had so fear-
fully perished, a truly dreadful sight was re-
vuft' . The two young Iadles and child had
been burned to literal cinders and ashes, except
that a portion of the chest of one of the ladies
yet retalned some of its form, thongh blackened
and charred to o erlsp. Never before has so
heart-rending an oceurrence happened in In-
diana county. The remains of the three were
gathered together, placed in the same cofiin,
and afterwards interred. Various theories are
suggested as to the cause of the flre, the most
prgﬁable one being that it originated from n
spark that had fallen Into the wood-box and
lBere smouldered at last into flame.
